THE HATE-GERMANY CLUB 


In recent years various foreign nations, such as F ranee and 
Great Britain, have reported officially the spending of large 
sums in this country for publicity, prom otion and propaganda. 
It has been conspicuous that in such lists, the name of 
Russia usually has appeared with the note that no such expendi­ 
tures have been made. 
The inference has been drawn, of course, that the Russian 
nation and the Communistic principle have been getting at least 
as much service of this sort as they want, "fo r free," from 
fellow -traveller organizations and individuals active here. 
Communistic propaganda takes many forms and uses many 
vehicles. 
O ften those w ho spread it are quite unaware of the 
true nature of their utterances— just as diphtheria carriers may 
not know they are spreading the contagion. 
A newspaper editorial or cartoon lam pooning Congress, 
for instance, may do just as much to underm ine the faith of the 
Am erican people in their Constitutional institutions as though 
it had been bought and paid for by Moscow agents deliberately 
seeking to hasten a Socialist revolution here. 
I he groups and organizations which are being used as 
channels for Communistic doctrines are beyond counting

T he thesis of the organization is to hate Germany. I here 
is a bitter industry about the way this is undertaken that borders 
on abnormal psychology. I he successive issue* of the Society a 
magazine dwell heavily on German brutality in the war and 
alleged inhumanity in general. Semi-studious surveys of pur­ 
ported differences between German mentality and that of other 
races are common. So are cartoons of Naii leaders and pic­ 
tures of Americans maimed in war. 
As an emotional release, this may be as good a way as 
an)' of venting the repressions and distortions which war pro­ 
duces in any people which has to force its feelings to the 
stage of being willing to slaughter its opponents. 
No one will seriously argue that making a fetish of hating 
Germany is a constructive approach to world problems, nor 
that it is in line with the counsel of the .Savior who preached 
the gospel of forgiving one s enemies, and turning the other 
cheek to them.

But when the idea of everybody getting together and 
"hating Germany to pieces" in deliberately made into an ap­ 
proach foi evaluating world affairs, and trying to guide the 
future of peace (a* the Society * publicity attempt* to do), then 
the results are not only strange bul mischievous. 
"Matins Germany" is an act of very important and cal­ 
culated effect in world policy, lf that is the most vital thing we 
have to do, then Russia's rapid post war aggressions are of 
secondary importance. 
In fact, then* is no single world reaction, on the emotional 
level, which would help Russia more in grabbing the rest of 
what she wants, than this same sentiment of hating Germany. 
Russia has justified, in her own mind at least, all of her 
high-handed, greedy, oppressive and two-faced recent conduct 
on the excuse that she hates and fear* Germany, lf that emotion 
is kept iii the foreground, it conceals the fact that in the last two 
year* Russia has been following exactly the same road Hitler 
i dopted—-that of attempted world conquest. 
T here were those in the war who urged a Carthagenian 
peace for Germany— sought the full destruction of the indus­ 
trial and economic resources of that nation. The Morgenthau 
plan adopted that line. But it was repudiated— not only by 
President Roosevelt, but by the whole nation, by the Potsdam 
agreement, by the United Nations. 
The hate-Germany thesis is the excuse, in the arena of 
peace negotiations, for a host of fallacies and injustices. To 
name a single point, it is the one apology for United Nations' 
reliance thus far upon the theory that might makes right, rather 
than the reverse-—which i* the only true principle upon which 
peace will ever be built, 
Mo,e specific illy, fear and hatred of Germany is Russia'* 
pretext for clinging to the veto power, which already has 
stymied all the United Nation s efforts to attain unity in its 
work, to strive for justice and fair-play for smaller nations, and 
to answet the problem of what to do about the atomic bomb. 
It will be readily seen that the Society cannot limit its 
function to what Sophocles called the "rarthasis" of emotion, 
and that it is em!talked on a course which, having a strong bias 
in international politics, is bound to take it farther and farther 
int o the extremes of propaganda.
